Hospital campaigners ‘disgusted’ by lack of consultation 

WARD PLANS 
SPARK ANGER 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting proposed 
cuts to services at Banbury’s Hor¬ 
ton General Hospital have criti¬ 
cised the NHS trust involved for 
moving services without consulta¬ 
tion. 

A total of 28 beds will be moved at the 
Horton, and 60 staff will be redeployed, 
the Keep The Horton General campaign 
was told last week. 

From October, the beds will be moved 
from the hospital’s F Ward to the Oak 
Ward, to provide more short-stay and 
orthopaedic care. 

It comes as the Oak Ward’s stroke unit 
is to be moved to the medical unit on 
level one under plans by Oxford Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust. 

Campaign chairman Keith 
Strangwood said he was “disgusted” the 
group had not been consulted before the 
changes were announced. 

Despite attending community part¬ 
nership network meetings and drop-in 
sessions with the trust, he said he had 
been given no indication the changes 
were to be made. 

He added: “They have been so sneaky. 
They tell us they want to be open and 
then make changes like this. 

“We all got told in the middle of our

meeting when our phones started going 
off. It was very heated. 

“This is quite a major change without 
consultation with us.” 

The trust’s director of clinical servic¬ 
es, Paul Brennan, said in a statement 
that “the changes are part of the con¬ 
tinuing development of our services to 
provide consistent, quality care.” 

He added: “The proposals involve Oak 
Ward being reconfigured to care for or¬ 
thopaedic patients and short-stay medi¬ 
cal patients. This will include 18 beds 
for orthopaedic patients and 18 beds 
for short-stay medical patients. This 
provides an increase in the number 
of medical short-stay beds from eight 
to 18. 

“These plans enable us to provide 
a better integration of our general 
medicine and medical assessment ser¬ 
vices, and the development of ambu¬ 
latory care and treatment in line with 
models that we have already intro¬ 
duced at the John Radcliffe Hospital.” 

Mr Brennan insisted there would be 
no reduction in the number of people 
seen at the hospital.

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The campaign group was told that the 
F Ward would become a community 
hospital as a result of the changes, but 
the trust said although they had been 
asked by staff about whether it was a 
possibility, there had been no formal 
discussion on the matter. 

The surprise changes are the latest 
shock for residents who have been fight¬ 
ing plans to cut services at the Horton 
for more than a decade. 

In 2006, 3,000 people joined a march 
through Banbury to protest against pos¬ 
sible cuts to services. 

The trust will launch a consultation 
in October on plans to reduce maternity 
services at the hospital to save £2.2m.

Initiative prompts a warning 
for drivers to stay in control 
of licences and insurance

TAXI drivers in Banbury and 
Bicester have been warned to 
keep their licences and insur¬ 
ance up to date after council of¬ 
ficers carried out spot checks 
in the towns. 

More than a dozen drivers were 
caught and warned over two nights 
for a range of breaches, including 
failing to display ID badges and 
out of date insurance details. 

Council staff, joined by local po¬ 
lice officers, checked taxis to make 
sure vehicle plates matched driv¬ 
ers’ registration documents, and 
that the latter were up to date. 

In Banbury town centre on Fri¬ 
day, June 24,17 taxis were stopped 
and eight were found to have mi¬ 
nor issues. 

A council spokesman said one 
driver was ordered to display his 
ID badge who had it hidden from

view, while another was sent home 
as he did not have one available to 
show officers. 

A day later in Bicester, officers 
visited three taxi firms to check 
on vehicles before stopping 11 cars 
during checks. 

Six drivers were warned for is¬ 
sues with their licences. 

Cherwell District Council lead 
member for public protection 
Tony Ilott said the operation was 
a “big success” and that simi¬ 
lar checks would be carried out 
throughout the year. 

He added: “We take the licens¬ 
ing of our taxi drivers incredibly 
seriously and it is one of our top 
priorities to ensure that all drivers 
are fully compliant and properly 


licensed. Cherwell is committed to 
ensuring that its residents feel as 
secure and comfortable as possible 
when travelling by taxi. 

“The vast majority of Cherwell’s 
drivers are very happy to work 
with us on compliance. They know 
it is in everyone’s best interests for 
them to offer customers an excel¬ 
lent service. 

“Concurrently with these spot 
checks we are also consulting on 
the introduction of a new policy 
attaching further conditions to 
taxi licences.” 

Drivers were also checked 
to make sure Hackney meters 
were sealed and roof lights were 
switched on. 

The council is also set to intro¬ 
duce a new fit and proper person 
test for taxi drivers in North Ox¬ 
fordshire to give more protection 
to passengers. 

Under the new licensing policy 
there would be new safeguarding 
training to make drivers more 
alert to the risks passengers face, 
and encourage vigilance when re¬ 
porting any misconduct or crimi¬ 
nal activity 

The council are currently hold¬ 
ing a public consultation on the 
new policy 

At present, taxi drivers will get 
an infringement notice if they 
breach their licence conditions, 
but under the new system they 
would be given penalty points 
which can lead to their licence be¬ 
ing suspended or revoked.

Owner Barry Whitehead said: "It's so 
wonderful seeing so many people 
support this initiative, and the huge 
influx of stamps we received in the last 
month or two has been phenomenal. 

"It is a great way for people to 
support the two charities without 
having to consider the financial cost. 

"Used stamps are a surplus and we 
often bin envelopes without realising 
that the stamps actually have a value of 
their own after they have served their 
initial purpose."

First BHS stores 
are set to close 



THE first wave of BHS stores will close 
at the end of this month, administrators 
announced this week. 

Shopworkers’ trade union Usdaw said 
the first closures would affect about 600 
staff members although confirmed the 
Banbury store at Castle Quay was not 
among the first 20 to go. 

Stores set to go this month include 
High Wycombe, South Shields and 
Slough and will cease trading on July 23, 
and wind down by July 25. 

Shopworkers’ trade union Usdaw 
national officer Dave Gill said: “We 
believe there is hope for the remaining 
stores with the administrators 
continuing to seek buyers and we are 
still waiting to hear the details of Sir 
Phillip’s offer to ‘sort’ the pension 
scheme.” 

Sun starts fire 

A SEWING machine shop in Banbury 
caught fire after the sun shone through a 
magnifying glass in its window display. 

The fire broke out at GTS Sewing 
Machines in Mewburn Road at about 
8.30pm on Monday. 

When crews arrived they found the 
building full of smoke and a fire in the 
shop window. 

The fire service asked people to make 
sure items such as shaving mirrors, 
bottles or magnifying glasses were not 
left near windows. 

Rail line to close 

THE railway line between Banbury and 
Bicester North will be closed from July 
30 for nine days. 

A replacement bus service is being put 
on by Chiltern Railways to ferry 
passengers between Leamington Spa, 
Banbury and Bicester as part of the 
railway’s multi-million pound upgrade. 

It will reopen on Monday, August 8.

A GROUNDBREAKING 
network of small charities 
and voluntary groups has 
been set up in Oxfordshire 
by the founder of Yellow 
Submarine. 

More than 150 
organisations have so far 
signed up to the new Loci 
Oxfordshire website, 
which was launched 
earlier this month by 
learning disability 
champion Toby Staveley. 

The site aims to bring 
together not-for-profit 
groups in the county to 
demonstrate the 
difference they are 
making and provide a 
platform for joined-up 
working. 

Mr Staveley set up 
Oxfordshire-wide learning 
disability charity Yellow 
Submarine in 2009 and 
stepped down as CEO in 
May. 

The 38-year-old said he 
had seen the prospects 
get "grimmer and

grimmer" for his 
colleagues at other 
charities in recent years. 

He said: "Local charities 
are facing unprecedented 
challenges. Either the 
local voluntary sector 
works collaboratively and 
starts demonstrating its 
value or large parts of it 
will be lost." 

To join the new 
directory a charity must 
have an annual turnover 
of £1 m or less, with a 
large proportion of the 
154 signed up on an 


income of less than 
£25,000. 

Between them the 
charities have 97,869 
beneficiaries, 5,953 
volunteers and 787 staff 
members on their books, 
and a total financial value 
of £4,264,144. 

Mr Staveley added: 
"Technology presents an 
opportunity for small 
groups to support one 
another and respond 
collectively in ways which 
previously haven't been 
possible. 

"There's a Down's 
Syndrome charity a 
couple of miles away from 
Yellow Submarine which I 
never knew existed, and 
that's ridiculous." 

In the coming months it 
is hoped that Loci will be 
rolled out across the UK, 
with a separate directory 
for each county.

Governor quits 'farcical' NHS trust 


ANOTHER governor has resigned from 
Southern Health NHS Foundation Trust, 
saying of his experience: "You could not 
make it up." 

John Green, the trust's public governor 
for the South West, handed in a 
resignation letter earlier this week. 

He wrote that its response to last year's 
Mazars report, in which it was revealed 
that hundreds of patients - including 
many in Oxfordshire - had died 
unexpectedly under its care, was 
"farcical" and that the public were 
entitled to a "full and detailed 
explanation" as to why the chief 
executive and board were still in place. 

Adult mental health and learning 
disabilities run by Southern Health in 
Oxfordshire are in the process of being 
wound down. 

In July 2013, Oxford teenager Connor 
Sparrowhawk drowned in a bath under 
its care, sparking a nationwide campaign 


for justice and accountability. 

Mr Green said: "Whilst I have no doubt 
as to the dedication of the Trust's front 
line workforce, support staff and 
operational managers... I no longer have 
any confidence in the board of the Trust." 

Of the last four years, he added: "I have 
found this to be one of the most 
interesting, albeit bizarre, business 
experiences of my life. 

"As a case study in management failure, 
'You could not make it up'." 

Southern Health spokeswoman Liz 
Pusey said: "John's comments will be 
shared with the wider board and council 
of governors. 

"Following the extraordinary council of 
governors meeting adjourned earlier this 
year, the Trust is currently supporting 
governors in appointing representation 
to ensure that any resolutions put 
forward for consideration when the 
meeting reconvenes are legally sound."

Girls ‘took Class 
A drug in school’ 


Three pupils suspended 
after reportedly taking 
ecstasy on sports day

A NORTH Oxfordshire 
school has suspended three 
pupils after reports they 
took ecstasy in school. 

Parents from the Warriner 
School in Bloxham were alerted 
by headteacher Annabel Kay af¬ 
ter an allegation the drug was 
taken during the school’s sports 
day. 

Dr Kay said she had been told 
by pupils that such drugs were 
becoming “readily available” at 
festivals in the area, as well as in 
Banbury’s Spiceball Park. 

She contacted parents with 
her concerns following the al¬ 
leged incident on June 22, and 
has revamped the school’s tutor 
programme to make sure pupils 


are educated about the danger 
of illegal drugs. 

She added: “What I will not 
tolerate is that it is acceptable 
that these drugs come into our 
school. 

“We have worked really hard 
to create an environment where 
students can report to us things 
that they are concerned about. 

“We just try to educate them 
and give them resilience. Our 
job is also to keep parents in¬ 
formed. 

“There has been a zero-tol¬ 
erance policy in this school 
towards drugs for a number of 
years.” 

Dr Kay added she had contact¬ 
ed other headteachers locally to 
alert them to the problem, but 
said there was no evidence yet 
pupils took ecstasy in the school 
and it had only been reports. 

The three pupils, believed to 
be girls in their mid-teens, have 
been temporarily excluded from 
school while an investigation 
takes place. 

Dr Kay, who has been at the 
school for five years, told the 


Banbury Cake one of the girls 
concerned said she had been ill 
but claimed it was not because 
of taking drugs. 

Ecstasy is a Class A drug, 
which means it is illegal to have, 
give away or sell. 

According to drug advice web¬ 
site FRANK, taking ecstasy can 
make people feel lethargic and 
depressed, while long term the 
drug is linked to liver, kidney 
and heart problems. 

Thames Valley Police spokes¬ 
woman Hannah Jones con¬ 
firmed police had received a 
report of three pupils bringing 
a tablet into school on June 22. 

She added one of the pupils 
was said to have taken part of 
the tablet and required medical 
attention. 

A police probe is under way 

In June, Anna-Marie Cock- 
burn of Oxford, whose daugh¬ 
ter Martha Fernback, 15, died 
three years ago after taking 91 
per cent pure MDMA, called for 
young people to be given more 
safety information about drugs 
such as ecstasy.

WHEN they were faced with the chal¬ 
lenge of Theresa May in the race to 
become Prime Minister, Andrea Lead- 
som, Michael Gove, Stephen Crabb and 
Liam Fox dropped like flies - not to 
mention Boris Johnson. 

But Banbury woman Rosalind Hicks- 
Greene went one better, beating The¬ 
resa May to the top job... in 1974. 

The mum-of-three went up against 
Mrs May- then Theresa Brasier - in a 
mock election at Wheatley Park School 
on the same day Britain went to the 
polls to decide between Ted Heath and 
Harold Wilson. 

Ms Hicks-Greene, representing the 
Liberals, won 136 votes to Conservative 
candidate Mrs May’s 104, with Valerie 
Fortescue coming third for Labour on 
39. 

She said: “Theresa was an obvious 
Tory and I was an obvious Liberal. 

“We each made a speech in assembly 
and then debating took place and I won. 

“Theresa was fine about it, it was all 
a bit of fun. 

“It is fascinating to have done it, I am 
the only person in the UK to say I beat 
her to becoming Prime Minister.” 

Mrs May was moved up a year in 
school as a high-flying student and 
studied A-Level history alongside Ms 
Hicks-Greene before going on to read 
Geography at Oxford University 

She started the school when it was 
Holton Park Girls’ Grammar before 
it merged to become Wheatley Park 
School in 1971. 

She said: “Going into politics was al¬ 
ways something Theresa was likely to 
do. 

“She was always a serious person, I 
thought she might have become a uni¬ 
versity lecturer.

She said: “In many ways I have done 
the exact opposite of Theresa. 

“But I think she is absolutely the 
right person to be in 10 Downing Street. 

“She is the right person to be leading 
the country, she is a safe pair of hands 
and she will be a good negotiator.

More than 80 properties in 
remote village gain access 
to super-quick broadband

MORE than 80 homes and 
firms in a north Oxfordshire 
village can now access high¬ 
speed internet due to a multi¬ 
billion pound project. 

The properties in Steeple Aston 
gained access to the new fibre 
broadband network after upgrade 
work for the Better Broadband for 
Oxfordshire project. 

Villagers were joined on Friday 
by Banbury MP Victoria Prentis to 
celebrate the success, which now 
means 500 households and firms 
can benefit from faster download 
speeds online. 

Mrs Prentis said: “I know how 
important a good internet connec¬ 
tion can be to homes and firms. 

“It is great that more of my con¬ 
stituents are getting access to high 
speed broadband which is increas¬ 
ingly used by people of all ages. 

“It is clear there is still more 
work to be done as there are still 
many properties without access to 
this important infrastructure.” 

The roll-out was part of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Broadband Delivery 
UK programme, led locally by Ox¬ 
fordshire County Council and BT. 

It is also supported by Cherwell 
District Council and the South 
East Midlands and Oxfordshire lo¬ 
cal enterprise partnerships. 


In the latest work, 85 premises in 
Steeple Aston benefitted from the 
upgrade. They can now get down¬ 
load speeds of up to 80 megabits 
per second (Mbps) and uploads of 
up to 20Mbps. 

It uses the BT Openreach net¬ 
work, giving people a choice of 
broadband provider. 


The faster internet speeds were 
welcomed by Graham Porcas, who 
has run two businesses - Proma 
Machinery Ltd and Plasmatreat 
Ltd - from his home office in Stee¬ 
ple Aston for more than 10 years. 

He said: “Good broadband access 
has been vital to enable me to do 
this successfully.” 

Stacey King, BT regional man¬ 


ager, said: “The roll-out of fibre 
broadband across Oxfordshire 
is progressing well and reaching 
more remote parts of the county” 
“The number of premises in Ox¬ 
fordshire now connected to fibre 
broadband is more than 274,000.”

DEDICATED to Anton Yelchin, 
who died in a freak accident in 
June, and Leonard Nimoy, the 
third instalment of the rebooted 
Star Trek is a familiar 
conflation of past and future 
present that fails to set its 
phasers to stun. 

JJ Abrams vacated the 
director’s chair to make Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens, so 
Justin Lin, who helmed four 
turbo-charged entries of The 
Fast And The Furious franchise, 
steps into the fray. 

He orchestrates action set 
pieces with confidence although 
some of the interstellar 
skirmishes are reduced to a 
dizzying blur by gyroscopic 
camerawork and overly 
enthusiastic editing. 

Meanwhile, scriptwriters 
Simon Pegg and Doug Jung 
stoke the comedic ante with a 
slew of wry one-liners. 

The crew of the Enterprise are 
three years into their five-year 
mission to boldly go where the 
cult 1960s TV show went before, 
without the benefit of state-of- 
the-art digital effects. 

Captain James T Kirk (Chris 
Pine) is considering 
relinquishing the bridge 
because “things have started to 
feel a little... episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret from 
the rest of the crew including 
human-Vulcan science officer 
Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura 
(Zoe Saldana), navigator Pavel 
Chekov (Yelchin), chief 
engineer Montgomery Scott 
(Simon Pegg) and helmsman 
Sulu (John Cho). 

During a visit to a Federation 
starbase under the control of 
Commodore Paris (Shohreh 
Aghdashloo), an alien called 


Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a 
distress call to help recover her 
ship, which has crash-landed on 
a planet in a distant nebula. 

Kirk and the team respond and 
subsequently come under attack 
from an otherworldly despot 
called Krall (Idris Elba) and his 
swarming drones. 

While the Enterprise crew 
forges an alliance with feisty 
alien warrior Jaylah (Sofia 
Boutella), Kirk holds firm to his 
moral compass, defiantly 
informing Krall that it’s “better 
to die saving lives than to live 
taking them”. 

Pine, Quinto and co are solid 
in roles that lack dramatic meat 
and don’t progress the 
characters over two hours, and a 
flimsy, contrived plot resolves 
potential conflict with minimum 
blood, sweat and tears. 

Throughout, the script affirms 
the need for the multi-species 
crew to stick together in times 
of adversity 

At least the utopian vision of 
original series creator Gene 
Roddenberry is in rude health.

Brexit a ‘catastrophe’ for NHS 


Doctor fears impact of vote 
on county’s hospitals as EU 
staff consider leaving UK

BREXIT will have a “cata¬ 
strophic” effect on staffing at 
Oxfordshire’s already over¬ 
stretched hospitals, an Oxford 
doctor has warned. 

Rachel Clarke said dozens of EU 
doctors and nurses she currently 
works with are considering wheth¬ 
er to leave the country because they 
now feel unwelcome. 


She and others in the NHS have 
also reported EU workers in Oxford 
receiving racist abuse in the wake 
of the referendum result. 

The fear is that European doctors 
and nurses may choose to leave the 
UK even if they are not forced to 
and Oxford hospitals, which already 
struggle to recruit enough staff be¬ 
cause of the high living costs in the 
city, will hit breaking point. 

Dr Clarke told the Banbury Cake : 
“On the morning of the result I met 
a German consultant I work with, 
and we were both crying. 

“It was partly because the impact 
on the NHS is going to be so horrific, 
but also because everyone who is an 
EU national or non-Briton sees that 


racism drove the Leave campaign. 

“There has already been abuse. A 
very good friend of mine took her 
daughter to the eye hospital at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital, there was a 
Polish consultant there, and a teen¬ 
ager in the waiting room started 
giving him racist abuse. 

“I’ve spoken to junior doctors who 
planned to live their lives in the 
UK who are now considering going 
home.” 

One of those, a Belgian doctor 
training in Oxford, is now not sure 
what his British qualification will 
be worth in other EU countries 
when he finishes training in six 
years. 

He asked to remain anonymous, 


but said: “Young doctors from the 
EU are definitely going to come 
here less. 

“If I were looking for somewhere 
to train to be a doctor, I wouldn’t 
have come to the UK in these cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“When I first came to the UK it 
was very welcoming, but that has 
taken a hit.” 

He said he felt he now had no 
choice but to apply for British citi¬ 
zenship and hope he gets it. 

Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust (OUH), which 
runs the John Radcliffe, Church¬ 
ill and Horton General Hospital in 
Banbury, currently employs 1,386 
non-British EU citizens out of a to¬ 


tal staff of 12,558 - over 11 per cent. 

The trust and Oxfordshire’s men¬ 
tal health authority Oxford Health 
have long relied on recruitment 
from the EU to help cope with long¬ 
term staffing problems. 

In the 2015/16 financial year, OUH 
overspent by nearly £17 million 
on staffing costs, largely because 
hospitals had to recruit temporary 
agency staff to plug vacancies. 

Over 250 nurses from the EU were 
offered jobs in 2013 and 2014 and 
70 nurses from Spain are being re¬ 
cruited to work in Oxfordshire hos¬ 
pitals now. 

Oxford Health employs 346 non- 
British EU nationals out of a total 
staff of 6,059 - over five per cent.

Skipper impresses as Banbury hold leaders 


Captain Lloyd Sabin hit 86 off 150 balls in Banbury's draw with 
Division 1 leaders Finchampstead 


BANBURY held Di¬ 
vision 1 leaders Fin¬ 
champstead to a draw in 
a thrilling finish, with 
the result in doubt until 
the final over. 

Finchampstead and their 
talented South African 
seamer Jandre Coetzee 
have steamrollered all op¬ 
position in recent weeks 
in the Home Counties Pre¬ 
mier League.

A PAINSTAKINGLY refurbished 
Grade II listed former school house 
six miles north of Banbury is on the 
market.

The thatched building is believed to 
date back to the early 18th century 
when, according to local folklore, it 
was made up of two separate 
dwellings which housed the men 
rebuilding a nearby manor house. 


It was transformed into a school 
house after 1832, when the village’s 
first elementary school was founded 
by Lucy, Baroness North. 

As a known local educational 
reformer, the school was entirely 
reliant on her patronage. 

The Old School House was not 
refurbished until 1978, long after 
classes had moved to new premises 
in Byfield Road. 


The property is now a pretty, three- 
bedroom cottage which has been 
sympathetically renovated. 

The present owners, who have 
owned The Old School House for the 
past 18 years, have spent many years 
carefully restoring the building, 
including unearthing and 
refurbishing some of the original 
features.

Ford’s Ranger points the way 



FORD’S improved Ranger really has 
gone large in its appeal as a competi¬ 
tive proposition against tough rivals 
in the pick-up segment. The idea is 
to tempt everyone from builders to 
surf-boarding, mountain-biking 
families with what is now a very 
complete product indeed. 

Background 

It took Ford a long time to create a 
pick-up tailored to the needs of 
European customers but the brand 
finally managed it with the third 
generation Ranger model it 
launched in 2012. With this line-up, 
the marque at last had a product to 
properly compete with the tough 
Japanese triumvirate that rule this 
market segment this side of the 
Atlantic, Mitsubishi’s L200, Toyota’s 
Hilux and Nissan’s Navara. All 
three are good vehicles but very 
obviously commercial in feel. This 
Ranger claims to offer something 
more, if not a road car with a pick¬ 
up deck, then the closest thing to 
that we’ve yet seen, with a design 
versatile enough for export to over 
180 countries. Since this vehicle’s 
original launch though, pick-up 
buyers have become more demand¬ 
ing, especially in terms of the effi¬ 
ciency they expect and the technolo¬ 
gy they want. This heavily revised 
Ranger line-up represents Ford’s 


answer to that need. 

Driving Experience 

There aren’t many pick-ups devel¬ 
oped first and foremost to prioritise 
driving dynamics, but this is one of 
them. So what’s it like? Well, really, 
it depends upon your expectations. 

Does it ride and handle like a 
Discovery? Well of course it doesn’t. 
A Discovery isn’t built to take a 1.3- 
tonne payload. But does it set han¬ 
dling standards for the pick-up seg¬ 
ment? Very definitely yes, more 
agile, stable, precise and comforta¬ 
ble than any vehicle of its kind 
we’ve seen to date. There’s decent 
steering feel for a pick-up too, 
despite the introduction of electri¬ 
cal assistance for the helm of this 
revised model. 

Design and Build 

Almost the only global market in 
which you won’t find this Ranger is 
that of the US. Apparently, it’s not 
big enough. Seems pretty large to us, 
nearly five and a half metres long 
and with a bulk quite intimidating 
enough to frighten away fast lane 
dawdlers. This revised version gets 
a smarter look with a more aggres¬ 
sive front end featuring a bold trae- 
zoidal front grille. 

And inside? Well, if you go for the 
four-door Double Cab, there’s plenty 


of space in the back: two six-foot¬ 
ers can certainly sit one behind the 
other with ease. Under the rear 
seat, you’ve hidden storage bins to 
keep tools and valuables away 
from prying eyes. Or, if the rear 
bench isn’t in use, you can fold 
down the backrest for packages 
you may not want to consign to the 
rearloadbay 

Market and Model 

There are three Ranger body- 
styles - ‘Regular’ single cab, ‘Super’ 
(which has occasional rear seats) 
and ‘Double Cab’ with proper rear 
seats. The ‘Regular’ bodystyle is 
only available with base ‘XL’ trim, 
while the ‘Super’ option only 
comes with the mid-range ‘XLT’ 
and ‘Limited’ trim levels. At the 
top of the line-up is the high-spec 
‘Wildtrak’ variant, offered only in 
Double Cab form and only availa¬ 
ble with the 3.2-litre TDCi engine. 

A single 2WD model is offered at 
the foot of the range (a ‘Super’ cab 
variant) but otherwise, 4WD is fit¬ 
ted to all derivatives. 

Prices start at around the £18,500, 
excluding the VAT that most busi¬ 
ness buyers will be able to claim 
back. For the Double Cab bodystyle 
most customers will want, you’ll 
need to be budgeting in the £20,000 
to £25,000 bracket excl. VAT. 


Practicalities & Costs 

Potential business owners may 
well be approaching this Ranger 
thinking that sleek looks, a smarter 
more spacious cabin and class-lead¬ 
ing driving dynamics are all very 
well but that they’d trade all of them 
for the practicality out back that 
this vehicle will need to earn its 
keep. They don’t have to, for thanks 
to big dimensions and a high belt- 
line, this Ford’s load-lugging stats 
are as good, if not better, than any 
other vehicle in its segment. The 
‘Regular Cab’ and ‘Super Cab’ mod¬ 
els offer, respectively, 1.82 and 1.45 
cubic metres, while the Double Cab 
version is also more than competi¬ 
tive with 1.21 cubic metres. 

And running costs? Well the 
switch to electric power steering 
and a single 160PS 2.2-litre TDCi die¬ 
sel for mainstream versions of this 
Ranger has done wonders for run¬ 
ning costs, these now improved by 
17%. So whereas the previous pre¬ 
facelifted four cylinder Ranger 
model only managed 36.2mpg on the 
combined cyce and 206g/km of C02, 
this 160PS 2.2 TDCi model manages 
43.5mpg and 171g/km. Much more 
like it. 

Pick-ups like this are never going 
to offer a slippery shape but even so, 
Ford have engineered a large car 
able to carry five adults and serious 


amounts of luggage, equipment or 
other heavy loads, that is relatively 
aerodynamic. 

Summary 

You can’t deny that this revised 
Ranger is a thoroughly engineered 
product. But is it the first Ford pick¬ 
up to truly approach market leader¬ 
ship? We think it might be. It’s safe, 
spacious, clever, able to carry large 
loads and, in four cylinder guise, 
finally has an engine efficient 
enough to match or beat the compe¬ 
tition. Whether the need is for active 
family weekends, or simply to carry 
workmates with their kit and tools, 
this rugged do-almost-anything 
automotive swiss army knife seems 
to have it covered.

Peugeot gives us love and eight 



KYI2 FFD 


THE Peugeot 208 is a supermini that 
actually does very little that’s new 
or groundbreaking, but it’s signifi¬ 
cant for a hugely uplifting reason if 
you’re a car enthusiast. It was the 
car that put Peugeot right back in 
the game as a top-drawer manufac¬ 
turer of fun, classy hatches. 

The brand’s Eighties 205 supermi¬ 
ni was a champ but its successor, the 
206, was a dud that sold in huge 
numbers. That was actually about 
the worst publicity Peugeot could 
have given itself, broadcasting its 
ineptitude to a great deal of custom¬ 
ers. The subsequent 207 was a trier, 
but was never quite there. With the 
208, though, it was a different story. 

Fun, well-built, sharply-styled and 
full of interesting features, it was a 
winner from the word go. If only 
Peugeot could get all those people 
whose faith in the marque was shak¬ 
en by their 206 experiences back in 
the fold, the 208 could be a fixture at 
the top of the sales charts. Here’s 
what to look for when buying used. 

The History 

Things started well for the Peugeot 
208 from the outset in 2012. The 


design got its Euro NCAP five-star 
crash test result in the bag in the 
April of that year, then was first dis¬ 
played to the crowds at the 
Goodwood Festival of Tweed a few 
months later in June. Then it 
scooped Auto Express’ gong for ‘Best 
Supermini’ before real life buyers 
ever got to try one. By September, 
Peugeot was announcing a 208 GTi 
hot hatch version and an ‘XY’ luxu¬ 
ry derivative. 

At the end of 2012, Peugeot real¬ 
ised that the 208 had generated the 
strongest order-take for a launch of 
any vehicle in the company’s histo¬ 
ry and had contributed to a 5.6 per 
cent growth in year on year sales. 

The good times were coming back 
for the French brand. Old habits die 
hard though and they were unable 
to resist the old short term sales 
boost strategy of launching special 
editions. We got the first of these at 
the start of 2013, the ‘Intuitive’ ver¬ 
sion. May 2014 saw the launch of 
another special edition, the ‘Style’ 
and another followed in June, this 
time based on the GTi and chris¬ 
tened the ‘GTi 30th Anniversary’. In 
February 2015, a revised Peugeot 208 


was announced for the Geneva 
Show, with revised styling and more 
personalisation options. 

What To Look For 

The 208 has enjoyed a far better 
reliability record than its problem¬ 
atic predecessor, but there are a cou¬ 
ple of things you should check over 
when looking at the cars. The first is 
a fully stamped up service record. 

Next, examine for flaking of paint 
on the bumpers and check that the 
air conditioning works and that the 
pixels on the centre display are all 
good. Also check for rear bumper 
scrapes. Finally check that the 
Bluetooth pairs reliably with your 
phone handset. 

On The Road 

The best thing about the 207 was 
its engine technology and the 208 
carried on where the 207 left off 
with probably the most impressive 
range of efficient engines in the 
whole supermini class. 
Encouragingly, 

Peugeot made a solid commitment 
to making the 208 a more fun car to 
drive than its immediate predeces¬ 


sor. Rather than start with a toe in 
the water, Peugeot launched a full 
product offensive, with three diesel 
engines and five petrol power- 
plants. 

More good news came through an 
intensive programme of weight 
saving. Peugeot pared around 110kg 
off the weight of equivalent 207 
models, which is a huge advantage 
in a car so compact. As well as 
improving economy and emissions, 
cutting weight improves accelera¬ 
tion, braking and agility - all tradi¬ 
tional Peugeot supermini attrib¬ 
utes. The entry level model tips the 
scales at 975kg, which isn’t a great 
deal more than a Lotus Exige. 

That’s impressive. 

Of course, from the launch of this 
car, enthusiasts wanted to know 
what the 208 GTi hot hatch variant 
would be like. Well, it was great. 

Pop the bonnet and you’ll find a 1.6- 
litre THP 200bhp petrol engine cou¬ 
pled to a manual gearbox with six 
close-ratio gears. With its maxi¬ 
mum torque of 275Nm and its peak 
power of 200bhp, the 208 GTi polish¬ 
es off the sprint to 62mph in 6.8 sec¬ 
onds. Stiffer springs were fitted and 


the ride height dropped by 8mm but 
Peugeot hatches have always ridden 
well and this 208 was no exception. 

Overall 

Genuine petrolheads will know the 
contribution Peugeot has made to 
automotive history, so for many of 
us, the late Nineties and Noughties 
were a painful time, as this once- 
brilliant company foisted cars like 
the 206, the 307 and the flabby 607 on 
us. Cars that neither rode nor han¬ 
dled well just didn’t seem as if they 
should carry a lion on their badges 
and it took a long time for Peugeot to 
come good. The 208 and the subse¬ 
quent 308 showed the French compa¬ 
ny was back in the groove. 

As a used buy, a 208 stands up 
extremely well. Reliability has been 
better than many had hoped for, 
residual values have stood up fairly 
well as a result and the GTI is just a 
little belter. No, it’s not quite as pin- 
sharp as a hot Clio on a race track, 
but we think that makes it a better 
road car on typical British roads. 
You could say that of the standard 
version too. It smacks of Gallic 
greatness.

New Car Launch Model Of The Week

An active approach to efficiency 



BMW’S 2 Series Active Tourer five- 
seat compact MPV gets the Munich 
brand’s latest Plug-in technology It 
makes quite a difference too. This 
car uses a BMW eDrive electric 
motor and a 1.5-litre three-cylinder 
BMW TwinPower Turbo engine to 
offer both an electric driving expe¬ 
rience and unrestricted mobility 

The resulting combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 141.2mpg and C02 
emissions figure of 46g/km set the 
benchmark in the class. 

Background 

If you like the idea of plugging in 
your family-sized BMW but you 
don’t want something as unusual¬ 
looking as the company’s i3 model, 
then your dealer will point you 
towards this car, the 225xe version 
of the brand’s 2 Series Active 
Tourer five-seat compact MPV 

You might be tempted to see this 
as an i3 in a more conservative set 
of clothes, but in reality, this 225xe 
is a rather different product. 
Whereas the i3 is a full electric car 
that can be optional ordered with a 
tiny range-extender engine, the 
225xe is a proper Plug-in hybrid. 
This means that instead of the i3 
Range Extender model’s noisy bike 
engine, you get a proper 1.5-litre 
three cylinder TwinPower Turbo 
unit borrowed from a MINI that’ll 
cut in once your 25 mile all-electric 


driving range is used up. 

Driving Experience 

If you don’t get around to telling 
your passengers that this 2 Series 
Active Tourer features cutting-edge 
Plug-in hybrid power, they probably 
won’t guess. You might like to tell 
your business colleagues around the 
water cooler that the 1.5-litre 
TwinPower petrol turbo engine it 
uses is the same as that in BMW’s i8 
supercar: then again, you probably 
won’t bother. That would draw 
attention - which is precisely what a 
typical 225xe owner wouldn’t want. 

If you do put your foot down and 
use that MINI Cooper engine to its 
maximum, then things go pretty 
rapidly: 62mph is 6.7s away en route 
to 126mph. Better though to settle 
back and try and maximise the 
claimed 25 mile all-electric driving 
range. We say ‘claimed’ because it’s 
unlikely you’ll replicate that unless 
you drive like a nun. Around 15-20 
miles is more achievable. Like all 2 
Series Active Tourer models, this 
one drives through its front wheels 
in a very un-BMW-like fashion. 

Design and Build 

Intentionally, BMW has kept the 
visual changes that differentiate 
this 225xe variant from its conven¬ 
tionally-engined range stablemates 
to an absolute minimum. Which will 


leave potential buyers needing to 
like the standard 2 Series Active 
Tourer model’s quite conservative 
design. The short overhangs and 
long wheelbase, the wedgy profile, 
the L-shaped rear lights, the crisp 
contours and the smart swage lines 
all point to this Munich maker. It 
also seems sportier than you might 
expect a car of this kind to be, cour¬ 
tesy of things like the steeply raked 
windscreen and the way that the dis¬ 
tinctive double kidney grille is posi¬ 
tioned lower than the headlights. 

Market and Model 

To incentive you to buy a Plug-in 
hybrid car of this kind, the govern¬ 
ment very kindly offers you £2,500 
towards the cost of purchase, via it’s 
Plug-in car grant programme. That 
reduces the 225xe’s asking figure to 
around £30,000, which isn’t any 
more than you’d spend for a well- 
specified 220d version of this car. 

That’s for the base ‘Sport’ variant; 
for a little more, a plusher ‘Luxury’- 
spec model is also being offered. 

It’ll also help that this model, like 
all 2 Series Active Tourer variants, 
comes well equipped. You get smart 
alloy wheels, LED daytime driving 
lights, front foglights, an automatic 
tailgate, Park Distance Control rear 
parking sensors, heated power mir¬ 
rors and heated washer jets, an 
alarm, a chrome-finished exhaust 


pipe, plus auto headlamps and wip¬ 
ers. 

Cost of Ownership 

Like all Plug-in hybrid models, 
this 225xe quite legally distorts the 
official NEDC New European 
Driving Cycle tests that produce the 
fuel and C02 figures the industry 
depends upon. This is managed 
through the simple expedient of 
beginning the test fully charged, 
which means that this car will go for 
up to 25 miles before it uses any fuel 
at all. Hence the official figures it 
generates - 141.2mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle and 46g/km of C02. Will 
you as an owner get anywhere near 
this kind of return in real life? No. 
Will the car prove more affordable 
to run than the comparable 218d and 
220d diesel versions? Quite possibly 

It really all depends on the kind of 
driving you do. High mileage own¬ 
ers and those without access to a 
garage will dismiss the prospect of 
225xe ownership out of hand but if 
you don’t have these constraints and 
don’t cover more than 20 miles a day 
as part of your commute, then this 
car could make a lot of sense. Buy 
the optional BMW i Wallbox - as all 
owners inevitably will - and the car 
can be recharged in 2hours 20 min¬ 
utes. Plus it generates a BIK tax lia¬ 
bility of just 7%. Makes a lot of 
sense. 


Summary 

Did you ever expect to see a BMW 
MPV built around front wheel drive, 
a three cylinder engine and electric 
power? I’m not sure I ever did. Still, 
in this 225xe, we’ve got exactly that 
and it’s a package that actually 
makes a lot of sense for the right 
practicality-orientated family buyer 
- someone with a business-minded 
eye on their taxation status who still 
enjoys their driving. 

This probably isn’t the BMW you 
dreamed of owning in your school 
or college days. But it could well be 
the one you actually need.
